10—The Brooklyn, Texas 
and 
Indi- 


ana, under Commodore Schley, began 
the bombardment of the city of San- 
tiago at 5.15 this afternoon, in obedi- 
ence to e request from Gen. Shafter 
conveyed by a signal from shore. 


The warships lined up from east to 


west a quarter of a mile from shore 
and fired over the lime stone cliffs 
that come down to the sea and hide 
the city five miles away. The bom- 
bardment was continued for one hour. 
After three shots had been fired from 
its eight-inch guns Commodore Schley 
became convinced that the Brooklyn 
was falling short and ordered a cessa- 
tion, permitting 
the battleships to 


continue. They with their larger guns 
had a longer range. 


Shots were fired apparently with 


great deliberation and at intervals of 
two minutes. Signals from shr-e an- 
nounced that the shells fell a thou- 
sand feet short and a little to the left 
of the Spanish position. At dusk the 
squadron ceased firing entirely and 
Commodore Schley sent a launch to 
the shore to ask Gen. Shafter if he 
desired the firing continued during the 
night. 


When the Asociated Press reporter 


went aboard the Brooklyn, Commo- 
dore Schley said he was ignorant of 
the purpose of the bombardment. The 
Associated Press reporter read to him 
a message received at Juragua from a 
mounted courier, saying that tie arm- 
istice was ended and hostilities begun.

Cervera. Ninety-one of the captives, 
including several of the Spanish officers, 
are sick, some with pneumonia, but all 
are expected to recover.

from the sinking vessels. 


All the officers of Cervera'a fleet 


signed paroles on board the St. Louis 
and were given the freedom of the ves- 
cel. The governor of Santiago, who was 
among the prisoners taken, refused to 
sign, and is bsingr held under a close 
"guard. 


The prisoners were dressed in clothes 


of every description, as most of them' 
had very little clothing when taken, and 
what they are wearing was given them 
by the officers and men from the Ameri- 
can fleet. 


Admiral Cervera shook hands with the 


health officer and in good English said 
he was situated very pleasantly on the 
boat, and had received nothing but the 
kindest and most considerate treatment 
from both officers and men ever since 
he had been taken prisoner. He had 
not been feeling well for the past three 
or four days, but expected to be all right 
in a short time. He presents the ap- 
pearance of a broken-hearted man, am" 
keenly feels the loss of his fleet, rui 
tainins the pick of the Spanish navy. 


Admiral Cervera consented to talk

What became of Admiral Cervera's 


treasure chest is a leading question 
among the officers of the American fleet. 
It is customary for the admiral of a fleet 
to carry enough cash to purchase sup- 
plies while away from home, and Ad- 
miral Cervera, when he left Cadiz, had 
J200.000 in silver and gold. Cervera paid 
a portion of this sum for coal delivered 
by British vessels near Curacao and for 
supplies bought at Martinique, but it is 
said that he still had $100,000 left when 
the fleet arrived at Santiago, and that 
the greater part of this sum remained 
untouched at the time ths fleet dashed 
out of the harbor last Sunday. Cervera 
kept this chest on the flagship, and it 
•was burned with the vessel. The hinges 
of the chest remain, thus showing that 
the fire was not hot enough to destroy 
the money. Nevertheless, the money is 
gone, and only »20,000 in silver can be 
traced. 
The Spaniards have already begun to 


loot the city. The officers permitted the 
soldiers to break Into houses vacated 
by refugees, on the pretense of searching; 
for food, but in reality to smash every- 
thing not of use to them, and to take 
•whatever of value that was found. Th« 
refugees complain that they could take 
very little with th»m when they were 
foroed to leave the city and nek refuge 
}n the American lines.

OUR CUBAN ALLIES. 


Our Cuban allies who are supposed 


to be co-operating- with the American 
army and navy in the formidable task 
of emancipating: their native land from 
Spanish tyranny have developed two 
qualities of character that are not at: 
ail encouraging—unreliability and in- 
gratitude. 


In all the military operations around 


Santiago the forces under the insur- 
gent leaders have been-apparently con- 
spicuous by their inactivity. Accounts 
of the fierce rig-htmg of July 1 antf 2 
make no mention of the Cubans ex- 
cept as scoi't« 2nd guides. "We do not 
learn that they were anywhere in the 
fight when their American deliverers 
were pouring out their blood like water 
for Cuba libre, nor that thay have ren- 
dered any essential service to Shat- 
ter's army. 
• 


On the contrary, the Important duty 


of preventing Gen. Pando from enter- 
ing Santiago with a large body of re- 
inforcements was undertaken by Gar- 
cia, 
but 
so indifferently performed 


that the Spanish general had no trou- 
ble whatever in getting past the in- 
surgents. Thus Gen. Shafter's task at 
Santiago is made more difficult by 
Garcia's failure to come up to expec- 
tations. 


Moreover, if their failure to co-oper- 


ate energetically Is taken as a meas- 
ure of their appreciation, they are not 
showing such a deep sense of grati- 
tude as might be expected from hon- 
orable men. In the long lists of killed 
and wounded in front of Santiago we 
do not find a single Cuban name. They 


' are willing to leave the sacrifices of 
life and limb for their good American 
friends, while they keep in the shade 
and regale themselves from the sup- 
plies of the American 
army.

Young has reported to "Washington 
that they refuse to assist in the hos- 
pital and commissary departments or 
In opening the roads for the trans- 
portation of supplies.

•which might reasonably have been ex- 
pected, and is well calculated to cause 
the American soldiers to feel that 
they are making a tremendous sacri- 
fice for men who are not worthy of it.

The Color of Plants. 


Who would not like to preserve the 


colors of the beautiful plants of sum- 
mer time and thus be able to put away 
bits of summer between the leaves of 
albums to keep them for entertainment 
in the winter? Mr. A. F. Woods claims 
to have discovered a way by which 
plants may bo preserved in their natu- 
ral colors and with little trouble. Tht 
first thing to do is to immerse the plants 
in a solution composed of 95 per cent of 
alcohol, it being necessary to remove the 
air, as nearly as possible, from th« 
plants. Next immerse the plants in a 
solution composed of 5 per cent glyc- 
erin which has been tinted slightly 
with blue by means of copper sulphate 
or acetate. After the plants have been 
thoroughly soaked in the solution they 
may be removed and hung np to dry. 
It is claimed that they will than retain 
their natural colors for an indefinite 
time.

An unusually attractive programme of 


events is offered to participants in the 
eighth congress of the American Whist 
league, which takes place in Boston 
during the week of July 11-16. 


For two years past the annual whist 


congresses have been held at watering 
places, but this year New England, 
having obtained the privilege of enter- 
taining the members of the league, could 
not provide an easily accessible seaside 
or mountain resort with sufficient hotel 
accommodations. A very large attend- 
ance is expected. 
Some estimates run 


as hjgh as 1,000 persons, but this figure, 
I think, is too large. The experts will 
certainly gather in force, as they have 
In years gone by, from all parts of the 
country, and the Iocs' attendance from 
the great whist center in which the con- 
gress is to be held will certainly be 
great. Whether or not wartimes and 
such inconvenient things will interfere 
with the general Interest of whist play- 
ers in the congress I cannot predict. 


The headquarters of the congress will 


heads of the important departments. 1 
hereby desire to sympathize with Colo- 
nel D. Howard Vincent of Boston, 
chairman of the finance committee. 
Whist comes high, but we must have it. 


In the way of legislation at this con- 


gress there will be the adoption of a 
new and ample code of laws for dupli- 
cate whist and at least the considera- 
tion of a plan to formulate a system of 
play for the guidance of league, mem- 
bers. 


The committee on system of play has 


been In existence two years and has not 
accomplished anything tangible, but it 
is expected to report at the Boston con- 
gress. It is composed of half a dozen of 
the finest whist experts in the United 
States. They are all exponents of that 
school of whist which is known as long 
suitism, and the object of their labor 
has been scoffed at by all the members 
of the opposing school. The attempt to 
lay down principles and methods of play 
for the whist players of America has 
been 


winning it at a congress, and its pos- 
session is deemed the highest honor in 
the whist world. The present holders 
are the Philadelphia Whist club. The 
play for the championship begins on 
Tuesday, July 12, at the Algonquin club. 
Tuesday afternoon and evening there 
are two preliminary rounds under the 
progressive system of play, and the 
eight highest teams at the end of these 
rounds are to play matches of 24 deals 
each among themselves, each agrainst 
every other, on Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday.

There is no doubt, however, that the 
league must and will do something in 
the near future, if not at the coming 
congress, to bring order out of the chaos 
which at present reigns among the mul- 
titudinous systems of play devised and 
practiced in different localities and by 
different schools of players. In common 
with a great many others, although I 
am a firm believer in the utmost free- 
dom of the individual player, I cannot 
help regretting and condemning the 
tendency today to multiply the conven- 
tionalities, artificialities and intricacies 
of the game. I don't want to see any 
system, whether it be pure long suitism, 
rabid short suitism or nebulous com- 
mon senseism, forced upon the whist 
players of America, but I should like to 
see the league arise in its majesty and 
then sit down hard and for good and 
all on the manufacturers of arbitrary 
and in many instances unfair conven- 
tionalities. It is in this direction that 
the best whist thought of the day is 
tending—namely, for the elimination of 
artificialities in the game and the sub- 
stitution therefor of sound principle 
and simple practice. If the league will 
define those conventionalities which are 
at once based on principle and indis- 
pensable to the Intelligent practice of 
the game and will discourage any fur- 


Another contest of considerable im- 


portance is that for the Brooklyn tro- 
phy for teams of eight or more players 
representing whist associations auxil- 
iary to the league.

the oar or paddle; who rows for pleas- 
ure or- recreation only and during his 
leisure hours; who does not abandon or 
neglect his usual business or occupa- 
tion for the purpose of training and who 
shall otherwise conform to the rules and 
regulations of this association 
(as 


adopted Aug. 28, 1872. amended Jan. 20, 
1876. and July 18, 1S8S)."» 


The fourth clause is intended specially 


to prevent so called amateur oarsmen 
from beingr surreptitiously compensated 
for rowing—as, for instance, by being 
furnished lucrative employment in sin- 
ecure positions. 


Some of the definitions as adopted 


by the association are interesting and 
explain terms used in connection with 
the different events and other matters. 
They are as follows: A junior sculler is j 
one who has never won a scull race. A ' 
junior oarsman is one who has never i 
been a winning oarsman in a race. An ; 
intermediate sculler is one who has nev- 
er won an intermediate or senior scull 
race. An intermediate oarsman is one 
who has never been a winning oarsman 
in an intermediate or senior race. A 
coxswain shall weigh not less than 105 
pounds, but shall not be otherwise classi- 
fied. Competition with members of his 
own club or in races open to no more 
than two clubs shall not affect the 
classification of any sculler or oarsman. 
The prizes shall be delivered at the con- 
clusion of the regetta to their respec- 
tive winners, who, in case of a challenge 
prize, shall furnish such bonds for the 
same as may be required by the trus- 
tees. All questions of eligibility, qualifi- 
cation or interpretation of the rules 
shall be referred to the regatta com- 
mittee, and its decisions shall be final. 


Individual or crew entries are not ac- 


cepted by the association. All such must 
be officially signed by a club. To be 
eligible to take part in the regatta a 
club must have been duly organized at 
least three months prior to date of hold- 
ing the regatta, and no club is allowed 
to enter any person who has not been 
a member tor at .least three months 
prior to the regatta or who has been 
entered In any race from any other club 
during that time. Two or more entries 
are necessary in each class to insure a 
rare.

swer to some of the criticisms that 
have been made on his treatment of 
the subject. Ho took up the two points 
of the enforcement of the screen law, 
expressing his thanks to the saloon- 
men for the removal of window ob- 
structions, and of the granting of too 
many licenses, treating- this histori- 
cally in the city. 


He connected his subject of public 


opinion with his topic of saloon win- 
dows and the number of saloons by 
saying that there was some question 
as to why the issues under discussion 
should not have been called to the at- 
tention of the license commissioners 
first. Mr. Tenney thought it would be 
impertinent for him to tell the com- 
missioners privately the facts he had 
brought out the week before. It is 
simple courtesy to asume that they 
know what they have done, and that 
public opinion would back them. Mr. 
Tenney did not think public opinion 
would back them. 


He then took up the screen law, 


which he considered the crystalliza- 
tion of public sentiment. He showed 
how necessary to the enforcement of 
the other laws regulating the sale of 
liquor the screen law was, and said, 
'So long as we have the saloon in our 
midst, I know of no law which is cal- 
culated to do more than this to pre- 
vent the sale of liquor to the two 
classes I have mentioned, (habitual 
drunkards and minors)." 


He said that to regard the enforce- 


ment of this law as a matter of but 
trifling moment is to know nothing- of 
the terrible tragedies of life of which 
a pastor knows In connection with the 
saloon traffic. He spoke of the degra- 
dation of the national flag when used 
in a saloon window. In closing this 
part of his address he said, "I want to 
here thank the saloon keepers of North 
Adams for having removed the bottles 
and other obstructions from their win- 
dows during the past week. I am 
proud of them that they did not wait 
for the courts to decide whether they I 
were right or wrong, but have deter- j 
mined that they will keep the 1 ;v.-. 


Mr. Tenney then went on to the sub- 


ject of the number of saloons in the 
city, claiming that public sentiment 
would favor the enforcement of the 
law which limited the places where 
liquor was sold to one for every thou- 
sand of population. He had secured a 
number of facts on the subject from 
the records of the town and city for 
the past nine years, saying that when 
the law was first enacted it was en- 
forced as interpreted by him now. 


The number of licensed places for 


selling liquor was first restricted by 
state law in 1889. North Adams was 
then entitled to 12 places. These were 
licensed, 10 as first and fourth class 
saloons and two as bottling places. 
"A bottling establishment was then a 
place," he said. He noted also that one 
of these two establishments was on 
Holden street in the same place that 
is now so occupied. 


In 1890 a new census increased the 


legal number of places to 16, and four 
first and fourth class saloons were 
added. "In 1891 we finds a change, and 
-«ha.t so many have regarded as the 
constant 
policy of North Adams was 


for the first time established." 
The 


two bottling works then running were 
incorporated with other places. This 
made 18 Dlaces where licenses were 
sold. 
In place of 32 licenses of all 


classes, North Adams had 34, showing 
the financial motive plainly, although 
the city was entitled to no more rev- 
enue than in 1890. This increase was 
gradual, until in 1898 the city has 24 
places where liquor is sold, 19 men or 
firms represented in the licenses, and 
43 licenses of all classes granted. All 
this was with no apparent increase in 
the number of firms and no new cen- 
sus apportionment. 


Mr. Tenney quoted Chairman Root 


of the Pittsfield license commission- 
ers as saying that Pittsfield has al- 
ways interpreted the law to mean 
that a fifth class license in a separate 
room was a separate place, and count- 


law. In conclusion, Mr. Tenney said, 
''But if no other step is at once taken, 
let us as good citizens appeal to the 
law and forever settle this question, 
that the commissioners of the future 
may find a 
legal and 
moral "way 


marked out for them along which they 
cannot but go.
